Public Employes and Politics 


One of the facts of political life to which 


elder voters may find it difficult to become 
accustomed, perhaps, is the gradual eroln- 
tion of public employes into a powerful 
political pressure group and special inter* 
est bloc which the anxious candidate for 
high office can ignore only at his periL 


GOT. Thomson in his two successive 


campaigns for the top executive office in 
Wisconsin government has illustrated the 
phenomenon nicely. 


Two years ago he timed with obvious 


regard for the vote-making possibilities a 
proposal to put Wisconsin teachers, who 
had their own separate pension program, 
under the old age and survivors insurance 
program without cost to their local school 
budgets. We dont doubt the merits of the 
proposition. We would simply call atten» 
tion to its timing and its political effect 


This year the governor has remembered 


that little exercise in practical politics and 
has unveiled a program for tax-paid life 
insurance for all state and local govern- 
ment employes in the state. There can be 
no doubt that this will be gratefully re- 
ceived. Nor are we indicting its merits, 
again. Yet it is curious that one of the few 
specific plans for benevolent legislation the 


governor should uncover in his second 
stumping trip should concern this large, 
articulate and generally attentive group of 
voters. 


These are not isolated examples. In- 


deed, they are typical of a whole parade of 
illustrations. In the special elecfion for sen- 
ator a year ago the two candidates spent as 
much time discussing postal wage rates as 
anything else that was asked them, by their 
own statements. The current Democratic 
state platform, with a little for everybody 
in the way of promises, elaborately details 
the rewards for public employes generally 
of a victory by that party. 


Our Madison correspondent has several 


times made the point that this new special 
interest group has grown up and taken a 
hand in the politics of our time almost 
without public recognition. There is a gen- 
eral awareness of the so-called "farm vote," 
for example. Yet the aggregate of public 
employes in the state is almost equal to 
the number of farmers. As governments at 
all levels tend constantly and rapidly to ex- 
pand, the result is not only higher tax 
costs for everybody. It is to build up ever 
stronger a political pressure group of the 
kind previous generations didn't know and 
doubtless never imagined.

The real farm problem has long been a 


surplus of farmers. This came about when 
American fanners became so efficient that 
they could produce more than they could 
selL -Many young people have left then- 
farm homes during the past decade to en- 
ter other occupations but even the thin- 
ning of the farm population has failed to 
decrease the surplus crops. 


The huge grain surpluses have greatly 


increased the grain storage business. Albert 
R. Karr of the Watt Street Journal recently 
dug up some interesting facts about this 
profitable farm sideline. 


The federal government now is spend- 


ing about $1 million per day on the storage 
of surplus crops, principally grain. Since 
grain can be stored on farms in rather in- 
expensive 
buildings it seems natural 


enough for the farmers to get into this 
business. 


Karr took his examples from the area 


of Swea City which is in north central Iowa. 
Here he found one farm with two cattle 
sheds and an old corn crib stuffed with 
20,000 bushels of corn. The owner of the 
farm had raised the corn,, some of it as long 
ago as 1955. He took the support price for 
ft from the government and then stored it 
in his own buildings. The government is 
paying about $3,000 per year for the stor- 
age which is about 10 per cent of the farm- 
er's income. This is not an unusual case but 
merely an example of what hundreds of 
farmers are doing. 


Many farmers are finding the storage 


business so profitable that they are cutting 
back on other farm activities such as rais- 
ing and feeding livestock. 


Another farmer in the Swea City vi- 


cinity, but across the state line in Minne- 
sota, who formerly raised about 450 hogs 
each year, has given up that part of bis 
farm activities. Instead he takes the gov- 
ernment price and then stores the corn for 
the government. His income from storage 
now is about $2,700 per year. The farmer 
points out that when he was in the hog 
raising business he had to work hard and 
there was an important element of gam- 
bling in it Now he is free. Last year he had 


! for a trip to Florida and Washington. 


There was a time when a big corn crop 


meant more prime beef and pork at lower 
prices but today it is_ different An execu- 
tive of the Honnel meat packing company 
says the trend of the farmers to growing 
and storing is cutting down the supply of 
livestock and meat 


It is impossible to say where this is 


leading but apparently the farmers recog- 
nize it as a temporary condition. Many of 
them are building storage buildings in a 
form which will be useful as cattle sheds, 
garages and workshops when the surplus 
problem is settled. 


The farmers are not the only ones 


profiting from this government practice. 
The A. 0. Smith Corp., of Milwaukee is en- 
couraging the farmers to build silos to be 
used as corn storage space. The selling talk 
is that the silos can be built for 72 cents 
per bushel of storage space and thus can be 
paid off in about five years. 


With this profitable business depend- 


ing upon surplus crops it is certain the 
fanners wfll continue to vote for high price 
supports. The high support prices wfll in- 
sure more surpluses and a continuing profit 
from the storage of it There are many 
large commercial firms in the grain stor- 
age business and some large cooperatives 
also are doing a huge business in this field. 
The government stores some of the grain 
itself and can do it cheaper than either the 
farmer, the commercial companies or the 
cooperatives. The government storage 
costs about 7 cents per bushel while the 
charge for farm or commercial storage is 
16 cents. But the farmer is responsible for 
spoilage, loss of quality or damage by rats. 
And the property taxes on the storage 
buildings is another expense. Then, as the 
federal men say, there is the matter of in- 
come tax which will return a considerable 
amount to the'government 


This is a view of the farm surplus pro- 


gram which may cause people to do some 
thinking. To many it will make the whole 
farm program look futile if not ridiculous. 
We think the best thing about it is the shar- 
ing in the storage profits by the farmers. 
After all he is the fellow the government 
started out to help'.

Hoffa Still Hasn't 
Purged Teamsters

The Teamsters union, it 


seems, is making very little 
progress in the cleanup di- 
rected by the courts and 
urged fay congress. 


The board of monitors set 


up by the court to see that 
the union is purged of racke- 
teers and criminal influences 
has come back to the court 
to ask the directive be en- 
forced. Reforms inside the 
union have not been made, 
or at least, have not been 
made as quickly as they 
should. 


Such a petition to the court 


•which pointed out that al- 
most nothing has been done 
by James R. Hoffa, presi- 
dent, or by other officials of 
the union, to remove the un- 
desirable officers and em- 
ployees, is quite similar to 
the latest findings of the sen- 
ate rackets committee. That 
committee in one of the last 
sessions held, charged Hoffa 
has not taken adequate steps 
to remove the undesirable 
personnel. An investigator 
also reported the Hoffa elec- 
tion as president was not 
legal according to the rules 
and by-laws of the organiza- 
tion. 


Hoffa actually-was seated 


as president of his union 
only under the order of the 
court, which appointed xnon- 


itors and directed the clean- 
up be carried out. 


Actually the 
Teamsters 


union and its officers, first 
Dave Beck, former presi- 
dent, and now Hoffa. former 
secretary and now president, 
have been under fire of con- 
gress and the courts for long 
months. While Beck was 
found guilty of charges of 
using union funds illegally, 
Hoffa was not convicted of 
court charges b r o u g h t 
against him. But he has fail- 
ed to remove agents from 
his union with criminal rec- 
ords and otherwise return 
his union to public respecta- 
bility. 


But despite such a record, 


the Teamsters and Mr. Hof- 
fa sail along in their usual 
manner, throwing t h e i r 
weight around in the labor 
field. Not only do they large- 
ly ignore the directives of 
the court and the urgent 
warning of the senatorial 
committee, but also a sus- 
pension from the AFL-CIO 
which is to become an ex- 
pulsion order unless the 
Teamsters organ! r a t i o n 
cleans its own house. How- 
ever, even with such power- 
ful forces demanding that 
something b<» done, there 
seems to be no appreciable 
progress. 


It would seem that neither 


'the court nor the union fed- 


eration is armed with the 
necessary weapons to com- 
pel Hoffa or anyone else to 
perform. Apparently, the 
Teamsters do not fear the 
federation's threat of organ- 
izing a rival union, and there 
is no federal law to require 
the union actually operate 
as an organization under 
control of its members. The 
next session of congress 
should remedy that with ap- 
propriate legislation. Hoffa 
would be far more eager to 
get his union cleaned up if 
he had to deal with federal 
authority.
